GOT THE COLD SHOULDER. 


PRINCE BISMARCK DISPLEASED WITH 
CHURCHILL’S VISIT TO RUSSIA. 


The Iron Chancellor Refuses to See the 
Young English Statesman—Italy’s Finan- 
clal System—O’Brien at Mallow—The 
German Crown Prince— Successful French 
Interference—Prince William’s Promo- 
tion—Foreign News.

LONDON, January 27.—Prince Bismarck, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Berlin, is not 
pleased with Lord Randolph Ohurchill’s visit 
to Russia, and has refused to see him during 
his visit to Berlin. 

REASSURING REPORTS. 

The Lancet says: Tha reports which reach 
us from San Remo in relation to the Crown 
Prince are of a reassuring character. 
It appears that a small slough recently took 
place in the situation of the growth 
which was observed in the early part 
of November, and it its thought by the 
resident physicians that some exfoliation of 
cartilage ie taking place. The debris was, we 
believe, sent to Prof. Virchow, but according 
to accounts from Berlin it has not reached 
him. Although perichondritis may take 
piace in any chronic affection of the larnyx, it 
is very rarely a prominent feature in cancer, 
in which disease, moreover, it need scarcely 
be pointed out that a reparative process, such 
as now seems to be going on, is rarely met 
with. We shall probably have other details 
after Sir Morell Mackenzie arrives at San 
Remo.

O’BRIEN AT MALLOW.

The Editor Tendered a Banquet and Re- 
ception in His Native Town. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

DUBLIN, January 27.—Mr. William O’Brien, 
M. P., went down to Mallow last evening to 
attend a banquet given in his honor, and on 
the way, as well as on his arrival, was the re- 
cipient of numerous addresses expressive of 
admiration for his patriotism and his bravery. 
The welcome extended to him was of the 
heartiest kind, and the ladies in hig native 
town of Mallow presented him with bonqnets 
of flowers until he was literally overwhelmed 
with the weight of their offerings. Mr. 
O’Brien replied to the addresses in a 
speech in which he referred to the plan of 
campaign on the Kingston estate in the fol- 
lowing manner: ‘‘The grand point is that, 
instead of being flung out upon the world, as 
the Galtee tenants were about to be, they are 
there to-day, and there, please God, they will 
remain, and thelr children with them, in hap- 
piness and in peace and plenty as long as the 
Galteemor raises its blue head to heaven. 

The banquet last night was a great success. 
Among the supporters of the guest was the 
Protestant rector of Dronagh, the Rev. Mr. 
Anderson. Mr. O’Brien replied to the toast of 
„O'Brien, Death or Glory,’’ by pay- 
ing a ‘high compliment to Mr. Par- 
nell, the leader of the [Irish race 
at home and abroad, to whose wisdom, under 
Providence, Irishmen will yet owe the deliver- 
ance of their country.“ He declared Mr. 
Balfour’s policy a failure. The speech was 
received with tremendous enthusiasm. Mr. 
John Mandeville, Mr. O’Brien’s colleague in 
prison, likewise received a great welcome. 
Mr. O’Brien was, in the course of the evening, 
presented with a gold-mounted medallion in 
the shape of a heart, composed of bullets 
extracted from the bodies of the Mitchelis- 
town martyrs.

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ITALY’S FINANCIAL SYSTEM. 


A Scheme for the Colonial Trade—Remark- 
able Progress. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
RoME, January 27.—As a financial power Italy 
during the last seventeen years has achieved 
immense progress. Neither the financial 
world in Europe nor in the United States 
can, therefore, afford to remain indifferent to 
the bill for the reorganization of the Italian 
banks (‘‘Institute di Emmission e Italiane’’), 
which is shortly to be laid before and tobe 
discussed by the Italian Parliament.: The 
Italian banks, including the Banca Nazionale 
Nel Rego, the Banca di Napole, the Banca 
Nazionale Toscana, the Banca Romana, the 
Banca di Sicilia and the Banca Toscana 
di Oredito, together form a complete and 
united financial system, at the head of which 
is the National Bank of Italy, with its execn- 
tive President, Sig. Grillo. The five banks 
above mentioned were inherited by the nation 
from the quondam territorial and political 
divisions of Italy, while the Banca Nazionale 
Nel Regno is the financial expression and rep- 
resentative of the United Italian Kingdom, 
Proofs iliustrative of the simultaneous com- 
mercial and financial development of the 
country are to be found in the constantly-in- 
creasing figures of the circulation of the Banca 
Nazionale Nel Regno. These amounted to 
$8,198,850 in 1850, to $12,158,565 in 1860, to $79,- 
872,670 in 1870, to $85,068,335 in 1880 and to 
$111,827,685 in 1686. These figures, while 
constituting a tangible proof of the remark- 
able progress of the manufacturing and agri- 
cultural industries and the commerce of Italy, 
must likewise be considered as an eloquent 
tribute to the careful management and won- 
derful development of the Banca Nazionale 
Nel Regno. With a view of not leaving any 


pressed the intention ef creating a banking 
institution for Italy’s colonial trade, Insti-

By this 
means King Humbert’s Government hopes to 
secure the sympathy of the great money mar- 
gets of the United States in behalt of the de- 
velopment of Italy’s colonial trade. 


MEXICAN MERCHANTS IN TROUBLE. 


Heavily Fined for Haring Improperly 
Stamped Goods—The German Loan. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disraton. 

MATAMORAS, Mexico, January 27.—The Gov- 
ernment Inspector from the City of Mexico 
has found in the Custom-house here forty bills 
for goods which did not bear the proper 
stamps. The Stamp Department has taken 
prompt action and there is quite a flurry 
among the leading merchants, a number of 
whom were yesterday fined from $100 to $500. 
The Mexican law allows only twenty-four 
hours for paymentin such cases, after which 
an embargo is placed on the merchant’s busi- 
ness. 


An Ambiguous Verdict. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

EAGLE Pass, Tex., January 27.—4 some- 
what ambiguous verdict has just been passed 
by a higher Mexican court in the case of Lamb, 
at one time County Judge of Maverick County, 
Tex., who was charged with the murder of 
his brother a short time ago. The luminous 
decision is to the effect that while the evidence 
is notsufiicient to convict Lamb it is enough 
to Warrant his arrest and detention. The 
costs, therefore, are assessed against him, 
and in case he fails to pay them he is sentenced 
to one year’s imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. 

The German Lean Consummated. 


City or MExico, January 27.—The loan of 
£10,500,000 which the National Congress au- 
thorized President Diaz to negotiate, has been 
cons@mmated through the German financier, 
Herr Bleichroeder, under the following terms: 
The German House will take 43, 600, 000 of these 
bonds immediately at 70 cents on the dollar; 
the rate of exchange on London will be 431-5d 
to equa! a Mexican dollar; accordingly, 
£3,600,000 will equal $20,000,000, which, at 70 
cents, will produce $14,000,000. Herr Bleich- 
roeder has the option of taking the rest of the 
loan within ninety days at 86 cents and will 
proba bly «ayecure it. Edward Noetzlin, the 
banker,/Ccsrongh whom the loan was nego- 
tiated, leit on this evening’s train. 


Italian-Belgian Matrimonial Alliance, 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, January 27.—I was informed by an

St. PETERSBURG, January 27.—The Grash- 
danin, the official organ of the Government, 
says that atthe court ball last evening, Gen. 
Von Schweinitz, the German Ambassador, 
was seated at the imperial supper table on the 
Czarina’s right, while Chakir Pacha, the 
Turkish Ambassador, had the seat on her left. 
The Czar was not present at the supper, but 
he walked through the ball-rooms and con: 
versed with the guests. 

A SPECIAL MILITARY COMMISSION. 

The Invalide Russe (the War Office organ) 
says the Government will take advantage of 
the annual conference of the Governor-Gen- 
erals and commanders at St. Petersburg to 
propose the formation of aspecial commission, 
with the older Grand Duke Nicholas as Presi- 
dent, to examine into the military commis- 
sariat and disciplinary systems.

BARON DE WORMS’ MISSION. 

BRUSSELS, January 27.—Baron Henry De 
Worms, British Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Board of Trade, has arrived here. His 
mission is to endeavor to induce Bel- 
gium to join all the other Powers 
which advocate making and refining sugar 
in bond. Belgium hesitates to follow the 
course of other nations in this matter on aoc 
count of popular opposition. Baron De Worms 
will urge Belgium to abolish the sugar tax, 
which only produces 6,000,000 francs annually, 
four-fifths of the Belgian sugar being exported.

PRINCE WILLIAM’S BIRTHDAY. 

PoTspaM, January 27.—To-day was the 
twenty-ninth anniversary of the birthday of 
Prince William and he was appointed a Major- 
General and Commander of the Second 
Brigade of the Infantry Guards. 

THE ANTI-SOCIALIST BILL. 

Beruin, January 27.—The debate on the anti- 
Socialist bill was commenced in the Reichs- 
tag to-day. The Socialist Deputies cir- 
culated a letter among the members 
from Capt. Fisher of the Zurich police, in 
which he confirms the statement that 
Schroader and Haupt, who were arrested in 
Switzerland as Anarchists, declared themselves 
to be agents of the Berlin police. Herr Von 
Puttkamer, President of the Council and 
Minister of the Interior, referring to 
this letter, said he would request 
Prince Bismarck to take diplomatic steps 
againet this unheard-of proceeding on the 
part of the Swiss authorities. Owing to the ex-

STALLED BY SNOW. 


THE EFFECTS OF THE GREAT STORM STILL 
FELT IN THE EAST. 


Trafic On Nearly All the Railroads at 


New Tonk, January 27.—The storm of night 
before last and yesterday was most severe in 
the Mohawk Valley. The New York Central 
abandoned all its trains on the Hudson River 
division at 6 o’clock last night on account of 
the snow blockade. The wind, which biew at 
the rate of sixty miles an hour, swept the 
light snow across the tracks in such quanti- 
ties, that resistance to it was useless. The 
snow was no sooner cleared away 
by gangs of laborers than it covered the 
tracks again.

TWO OLD CASES 


WHICH HAVE JUST BEEN REDOCKETED IN 
THE CRIMINAL COURT. 


The Prosecution ef Dan Moriarity, the Man 
Who Enabled the Pinkertons to Trap Jim 
Cummings and His Pals—The Wire- 
Tapping Case ef the Great Strike Re- 
vived—Why the Papers Have Been Taken 
Out of Their Dusty Covers. 


Two cases have been set for trial on Febru- 
ary 20 which for along time have been off the 
docket of the Criminal Court altogether, and 
which it has been the general opinion would 
never be prosecuted. They are the cases of 
Dan Moriartiy, indicted for recetving stolen 
property, and Martin Irons, A. O. Ooughlin 
and George M. Jackson, indicted for 
destroyingy telegraph wires. The former 
is the only criminal charge growing out of the 
celebrated im Cummings express robbery 
which has not been tried, and the other case 
grew out of the great railroad strike, being the 
wire-tapping-conspiracy phase of it. Both

THAT JIM CUMMINGS SQUEAL. 
Dan Moriarity is one of the first men Fred Wit-

According to the story of Wittrock, Moriarit 
went into the scheme first but afterwar 
weakened. After the robbery was committed 
Wittrock sent him $1,500 hush money. It 
was for receiving this that Moriarity was in- 
dicted for receiving stolen property.

That Moriarity 
did the ‘‘squealing’’ which led to 
the arrest of the whole crowd 
is avery general belief with those conversant 
with the case, and nothing will convince 
Wittrock and his ‘‘pals’’—Haight and Weaver 
—that he did not. hey claim he was placed 
under arrést by Pinkerton and promised im- 
munity from prosecution and probably some 
money in addition to whathe had already re- 
ceived from Wittrock and spent, if he would 
inform them who the others concerned in the 
robbery were, and where they could be found. 
He gave them the desired information 
and the crowd was arrested. Wittrock 
and ‘‘pals’’ allege that Moriarity was the only 
man who could locate them. Wittrock also 
claims to have seen a telegram on Pinkerton’s 
desk which contained convincing information 
that Moriarity was the informer. The fact that 
Moriarity has not been prosecuted with more 
energy than he has, when there was a sure 
case against him of receiving stolen money, 
is, to say the least, peculiar. It is safe to pre- 
dict thatno harm will come to him through 
the present case. There is a_ great 
deal of difference between making ar- 
rests on a ‘‘dead squeal,’’ as the police 
term it, and working up a case on a bent pin 
clew, such as the Pinkertons gave out they did 
in their rather gau arn ofthe capture. 
Their story was singularly lacking in details; 
however.

TRICKS OF CROOKS. 


SOME OF THE SHARP PRACTICES OF PER- 
ENNIAL*S WINDLERS. 


A Class of Men Known to the Pelice of Every 
Large City—The Gold Brick Racket— 
Confidence Men and Their Methods—The 
Bunco Steerer—Advertising Frauds—iLhe 
Cheap Crayon Swindle. 


VERY community has its 
quota of swindlerse—men 
who live by their wits. 
Their modes of operation 
are as numerous as the men 
themselves. One of the 
most common oclass of 
a ewindlers is what is known 
% 7 * asa confidence operator or 
‘‘con’’ man, as the term is 
genarally shortened by the 
police. Their schemes for working the un- 
wary are numerous. First they must become 
acquainted with their intended victim. This 
they do dy learning what they can 
about him at hotels and elsewhere. 
But even if a confidence man is unable 
to learn anything about his intended prey he 
does not hesitate for a moment to go ahead 
with his work. Indeed, ina vast majority of 
the ‘‘tricks turned’’ they know nothing of 
their victims at the outset. They see on the 
street a man they think has money and looks 
as though he could be made to part with It. 
In nearly every instance f 
AN UNSOPHISTICATED GRANGER 
is selected. He is greeted with a hearty: 

„Why. hello, Jones, how are all the people 
at Kalamazoo?’’ 

Ot course he does not happen to be Jones of 
Kalamazoo, but the friendly stranger soon 
has from him who he is and where he is from, 
and all about himself. As Jones is a stranger 
in a strange city, he naturally takes very 
kindly to his friendly new-found acquaint- 
ance. The latter 1s invariably some man of 
prominence and vast means, and knows 
everybody in the place where the granger 
liveg. Ifthe granger wants work he has it for 
him, if on a business or social visit 
he is going to put him in tne way 
of acquirimg vast riches. Then it is that a 
man comes along with a bill for the shipment 
of freight orsome other service of that sort 


and presents it tothe granger’s friend. The 
latter offers his note, which the freight man 
would be only too glad to accept, but he 
needs the cash that ve moment. The 
granger is appealed to and advances the 
money and receives the note. Immediately 
the freight bill man hastens away on his im- 
portant mission and soon afterward the 
granger’s friend disappears, leaving the coun- 
tryman Witn only a worthless note as a me- 
mento of the acquaintance. 

ONE OF THE SHREWDEST 
confidence operators in the country is old man 
„Parker, tne Cattle King, who worked vari- 
ous prominent firms here a few years ago. 
His scheme was to represent himseif to be a 
millionaire cattle-raiser, visit prominent 
stores, and purchase large bills of goods for 
his general store in a town he had started. 
The goods were all selected and set aside, 
and would be paid for in a day or two, just 
as soon as he could sella lot of cattle which 
he had over in the stock yards. The 
old man looked every inch the wealthy old 
Westerner, and after selecting his goods 
would borrow 3550 or $100 from every store 
where he had purchased, and then leave 
town. His cattle in the stock yards were all a 
myth, andthe merchants were out what they 
loaned him and the money they, invariably 
spent in wining and dining him to’ secure his 
valuable custem, The goods were, of course, 
never called for. After arrested here, Parker 
feigned sickness, got released from jail on his 
personal bond and immediately mee 7 con- 
— — the courts, the Grand-jury, the 
ailer an = physician anda jail guard, who 

oarded him on promises of future wealth to 
be bestowed upon him. 

THE GOLD BRICK TRICK 

is a very profitable swindle. It is worked by 
two or three men, one of whom is a home- 
made Mexican or Indlan. He has a gold brick 
worth probably $5,000, which he has stolen 
from a mine which he worked or was inter- 
ested in. The other party or parties see ajew- 
eler, pawn-broker or other person, and under 

ledge of secrecy tell them of the brick they 
Rave and arrange to take him to see it. The 
man is brought blindfolded out in the woods 
somewhere and there he meets the bogus Mex- 
jean or Indian with the gold brick. It is kept 
buried,but is shown him and arrangements are 
made to bring it to him and he is permitted to 
bore it in any spot he likes and have the 
fillings analyzed, After boring it in different 
places, he takes the filings, and an analysis of 
them show they are pure gold. They offer 
him the brick for $38,500 or $1,000, and as its 
weight shows it to be worth fully $5,000, itis a 
clear gaig to him of $1,000 or $1,500, and he 
makes thb purchase. Then he finds the brick 
is solid brass. The men had skillfully changed 
the filings, hand him a paper containing genu- 
ine gold filings for the one with the filings from 
the brick. As the victim was engaged in buying 
stolen property when swindled, he frequently 
suffers the loss quietly rather than let the au- 
thorities and public know he would engage in 
such a transaction. 

ANOTHER SWINDLE 

* this way. A man, represent - 
ing himself to be the son of some prominent 
citizen, enters a store and purchases a suit of 
clothes, a gold watch and chain or some other 
articles and orders them delivered at his 
father’s office where they will be paid for. 
The dundle is sent to the office c. o. d. and 
the passes having it is met outside the door 
by the ptrchaser, who enters the buildin 
with the goods, leaving the man who brough 
it at the door awaiting his return. he 
young man forgets to return, but instead, dis- 
. out of the building, by some other 
exit, with the goods. 
A fraud which has been practiced a great 
deal of late is obtaining money by forged 
notes sent to business men by messengers. 
After learning with what butcher, grocer, 
baker or druggist the family of some wealthy 
citizen deals, the crook writes a note to one 
of the storekeepers, asking him to please send 
him immediately, by bearer, $25, or some like 
some, as he needs the money and, as it is 
after banking hours, is unable to get it except 
from some friend. The name of the wealtby 
citizen is signed to the note and it is 
delivered by messenger. Of coursethe mer- 
chant is only too glad to accommodate so good 
acustomer. The boy is given the — 1 and 
returns his answer to the place directed by the 
man, is paid off and discharged. When the 
storekeeper with much delicacy broaches the 
loan question to his customer he discovers the 
note was bogus and thathe has been victim- 
ized by a swindler. 

THE EMPLOYMENT DODGE 
is another swindle which affords profit toa 
great many beats and enables them to live at 
the expense of theirdupes. When a sharper 
strikes a city he either rents a room on some 
prominent street or goes toa hotel and then 
advertises in the dailv papers for people to 
do some special line of work. Very frequently 
it is for young ladies to join a theatrical 
troupe. ere are always @ number of st age - 
struck maidens who jump at this bait. The 
room of the alleged theatrical manager or 
agent is fooded with applicants for places. 

ey are required to give him some idea of 
what they can do, and are engaged ata big 
salary, but are first required to make a deposit 
of $5 or $10 for certain expenses, having litho- 
gra hs of themselves made or something of 
hat sort. Then they are instructed to 
return on a certain day for rehearsal.

There are always 
one or two drugs mentioned in dl ge 
tion which no ph tever heard of, and 
the afflicted are forced to have it filled the 
reverend gentleman who so kindly furnished 
them the prescri n. He sends on a cheap 
compound, ch his victim quite a large 
22 for the worthless drug. at first they 

o not purchase he generally sends to them 
another letter offering the medicine for much 
less, in order to relieve them from their 
dreadful malady.’’ 


VERTISING FRAUDS. 

Then th is the advertiser who offers to 
instruct ies in fancy work, or something of 
that character, for $5 or $10, and to teach them 
in afew weeks. When they have learned the 
advertiser will give them all the work they 
can do, and can make from $10 to $20 a week. 
Their money is obtained, and some fault is al- 
bap found with the work of the women, but 
their money is never returned tothem. Then 
some schemers usually send material for the 
‘*‘peginners’’ to work a sample, and 
charge them 31 for something which 
is worth about 10 cents. x a 
rule these advertisers carry on their business 
in such ashrewd way and by such carefully- 
worded letters and circulars as to keep them- 
selves outside the reach of the law. Another 
species of fraud worked through — — 
is to advertise for girls to learn some line of 
work, such as embroidery or laceorscart mak- 
ing. In some instances they are charged $5 or 
more for their instructions and then let go, 
although at first told they would be given 
steady work. Sometimes they are not charged 
anything, but are kept at work as 
long as they will remain as apprentices 
and are never paid any wages, although their 
employers reap the benefit of their labor 
straight along. When they tire and leave, 
others are employed in their stead. Itis said 
that this system has materially reduced the 
price of certain articles in New York City, 
where numerous establishments are operatea 
in this manner, 

A dodge worked extensively in aillarge cities 
is the crayon racket. A large crayon portrait 
is furnished free providing you buy a frame’ 
from the artist. ou are charged 
$15 or $20 for a frame which costs 
$% or $ at the outside. The crayon 
is a bromide picture or solar print, and 
is an additional expense of $1 to the artist. 
Thus he only clears $10 or $15 on an invest- 
ment of & or $6. 

THE ‘‘SAWDUST BOODLE RACKET’’ 
is extensively done in New York, the people 
who are in the business there appearing to 
have some strange influence over the authori- 
ties, as they are néver disturbed although 
thousands of complaints have been made 
about them and their own letters locate them 
exactly, They send out circulars over the 
country to business men offering to sell them 
counterfeit money which defies detection. 
These circulars do not name the article 
they have for sale, but make it known by say- 
ing their goods cannot be told from genuine 
money, and similar statements. The receiver 
is warned against informing on them. If he 
goes to New York he is shown genuine money 
as the counterfeit, and itis sold to him at the 
rate of about $15,000 of it for $1,000 of his 
money. It is placed in a bag, and the bag 
adroitly changed and the purchaser departs 
with a bag of paper and sawdust. When he 
discovers the deception he dare not inform 
the authorities, ashe would be guilty ofa 
criminal act in buying counterfeit money, and 
does not want to let any one know he would 
engage in such a proceeding. The only one of 
the sawdust boodlers punished in recent years 
was Davis, who was killed in New York by 
Higgins, the Texan, while endeavvuring to 
swindie the latter. 
THE BUNCO-STEERER 

works very much after the custom of the con- 
ficence operator. There are generally three 
men in bunco, and they rent a room tempora- 
rily and fit up a lottery office in it. Early in 
the morning when grangere who are in the 
city get up to take their walk before 
breakfast two of the men go out. One of. 
them approaches a granger, greets him with a 
How are you, Mr. Jones? How are all the 
people in Steeleville?’’ He is informed that 
the stranger fis net Jones of Steeleville, but 
John Smith of Cahokia. Asking pardon for 
his mistake, the man walks on, meets his con- 
federate and informs him who the man is.

He has not been to Cahokiaforseveral 
yeavs. Of course Smith is glad to see him. 
So far it is the confidence game 2 Here 
it degins to differ. They walk together and 
the man gets Smith to accompany him to a 
lottery office to see what his ticket won. They 
go to the room where the third confederate is 
stationed. Smith’s friend’s ticket has won 
$500, but he is required to 8 $100 for the 
next drawing to make good his winning, for 
which he is given a check, the 
tem of play being explained to 
him. The granger is induced to play. He 
keeps on winning and making deposits until 
he has all his money and checks up and then 
he makes a play in which he is informed he 
has lost and thut everything he had up is 
gone. The checks are immediately cashed, 
the office closed and-the bunco men have all 
disap peared.

Anschlag’s Partner in Crime, Antone 


Dyker, Lynched by a Mob. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., January 27.—Charies 
B. Hitchcock, who, with his wife, was mur- 
dered near Santa Anna, came to this State in 
1876 from Elgin, lll. His father and mother 
are now living at Compton, III. The maiden 
name of Mrs. Hitchcock was Rose Bradley, 
and she also lived with her parents at Elgin, 
and was the daughter of W. 8. Brad- 


ley. Fritz Anschlag. who is  sup- 
posed to have murdered the couple, was 
a German 25 years old, and came to this State 
about one year ago. He had been living in 
San Francisco for some time. He had a sup- 
posed partner named Antone Dyker. Two 
weeks ago Anschlag appeared at Santa Anna, 
ostensibly to buy a farm, and arranged to buy 
the Hitchcock place for $8,000, paying a small 
advance. Last Saturday the abstract was 
completed and the deed to the farm was 
executed at Santa Anna, Anschlag 
desired to postpone paying over the 
money until Monday, and accompanied 
the Hitchcocksto their bome. It is supposed 
thatthe German murdered Hitchcock and his 
wife some time on Monday or Monday night, 
secreting their bodies as before stated. Tele- 
grams received this morning state that both 
Anschlag and Dyker were lynched seven miles 
from Santa Anna last night and their bodies 
left hangiug toa tree. tehcock was very 
highly respected and was one of the most 
prominent men in the county.

A DARING BURGLARY. 


Midday Raid in a Jewelry Store in the 
Heart of the City. 


One of the most daring burglaries ever com- 
mitted in the city occurred to-day. A jewolry 
store in the heart of the city was 
broken into and robbed in broad day- 
light. Between 10 and 11 o’clock this morn- 
lug, a young man, 18 or 20 #£years 
of age and weighing about 185 pounds, dark 
complexioned, and dressed in asuit of gray 
and a slouch hat, called at the jewelry store of 
Henry Yost, No. 305 North Fourteenth 
street, just around the corner from 
Olive street, and directly across from 
the Exposition Building. The youth 
was rather dirty looking, and bore the 
appearance of being a servant. He told Mr. 
Yost that a Mrs. Kline, living at No. 2110 Olive 
street, who was sick abed, hadsome jewelry 
which she wanted repaired, and that 
she wanted him to call immediately if possible 
and get it. Mr. Yost, who is an old man, has 
no one in the store but him- 
self. His business is principally in the line 
of repairing, and his store is only asmall one 
with a rather scanty stock. The old man 
sleeps in a little room petitioned off in the 
back, and is struggling hard to make some 
headway in the world. 

When asked to-day to call on Mrs. Kline he 
promptly complied, although to do it he 
had to lock up his store and 
leave it without any one to look 
after it. He walked up to the number given 
him without even a suspicion that all was 
not right. At the house he learned, 
however, that no such woman was 
there and that no one had sentforhim. Then 
it fashed across his mind that he 

HAD BEEN TRICKED 

and that while away his place was probably 
being robbed. Boarding a car he rode back 
and rushed into the store. Everything was 
upset, and he saw in an in- 
stant that nearly everything of 
value his little shop contained had been 
stolen. Thecontents of twotrays, which had 
been in the show-window, were all gone, a 
number of watches hung by a strin 
were also missing, as were sever 
other articles. A hole broken into his bed- 
room through the partition wall between his 
store and No. 407 North Fourteenth street, 
told how the thieves had entered. The 
door of No. 807, which store is vacant, was 
open, and the men had entered there and then 
broken a hole through the thin wall. He 
had not been gone fifteen minutes, but it 
was long enough for the thieves to go through 
the place and take everything of value 
it contained. The police were imme- 
diately notified, and there was soon 
aforce of detectives patrolmen on the 
spot. They gurveyed "whe place and, after 
being given a description o the 
youth who entered the store, one 
of the detectives picked upa stick containing 
mortar dust and sagoly remarked, ‘‘Ab, it is 
the work of boys!’’ They were furnished 
with a list of the stolen articles which 
consist of twenty-seven watches, eight gold 
and two chains, a diamond 
cluster ring. a jet set

plain gold rings anda lady’s gold handker- 
chief chain, o small gold chains were left in 
the tray, they N been drop 
by thé thieves in their hurry. There were two 
lady’s gold watches and one gentleman’s 
silver stem-winding watch, which had 
been left for repairs stolen. All the 
balance of the goods belonged to Mr. Yost 
himself. Nine of the watches were taken 
from the string stretched across the win- 
dow, fourteen from the tray and four 
from the drawerofatable.

SUITS AGAINST P. R. B. ROBBERS. 

Any settlement of the Pacific railroad 
muddie which does not include suits 
against the robbers of those properties 
would imply a condonation which Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND deprecated in his mes- 
sage. But do the newspapers now urging 
Congress to bring the suits recommended 
by President CLRVXLAND know what that 
means? 

He did not explicitly recommend pro- 
ceedings to put the roads in the hands of a 
receiver. One paragraph in his message 
may even have been intended to be con- 
strued as an objection to the re- 
ceivership proceeding suggested in 
the minority report. But it is cer- 
tain that any suit begun by the 
United States to recover the money or 
securities of these roads stolen by GouLD 
HUNTINGTON, StTaNFORD and others will 
be a transparent and fruitless sham un- 
less the properties are first put into the 
hands of receivers in bankruptcy pro- 
céedings, or the Government waits until 
the bonds are due, some ten years hence. 

So the Supreine Court decided when the 
United States began proceedings years 
ago to recover for the Union Pacific the 
money stolen by the Credit Mobilier de- 
vice. The Court held that the 
recovery of that money was the 
Union Pacific’s affair, and that the 


.Gevernment could not be a party 


to such suit nor intervene as an interested 
creditor until its debt became due, unless 
the debtor company went into bankruptcy 
before the maturity of its obligation to 
the Government. 

The majority report suggests that this dit - 
culty may be obviated by a settlement on 
the basis of a contract mortgage giving the 
Government the right to sue in the name 
of the com panies at any time for the recov- 
ery of money or securities misappropriated 
by their managers. But it is notorious 
that the companies have compromised 
those old claims against the robbers in one 
way or another, and that the Govern- 
ment’s suits In the names of the compa- 
nies would be knocked out by receipts in 
full from the companies themselves. 

The public would like to see all the 
wrong-doers brought to bar and forced to 
disgorge, but let us have no more suits 
brought merely for buncombe. We have 
had enough of that. Now let us have 
some action which will show that both 
Congress and the Government mean busi- 
ness. . 


THe PoOst-DISPATCH has already com- 
mented on the strange manifesto in which 
President CORBIN claimed that the Read- 
ing Railroad had in the last twelve years 
mined 51, 000, 000 tons of coal, and paid 
its miners $57,110,000 therefor, while the 
company had received only $44,840,000 for 
the coal, “making an actual loss in the 
mining of its coalof $12,270,000 during 
that period.’’ This was a strange state- 
ment, in view of the fact that the Reading 
Company had just reported net earnings 
of $12,000,000 last year. But now comes 
the Philadelphia Record with a tabulated 
statement of the coal mined by the com- 
pany, the prices obtained for it at the 
mine and the amount received, all taken 
from the company’s official reports and 
records of its business for each of those 
twelve years. Th ounts received for 
its output of coal during that period foot 
up $86,024,188, instead of $44,840,000, as 
stated by President Cox. Instead of 
paying out $12,000,000 more than it received, 
out of mere kindness to its mining 
employes, it had realized $29,000,000 in 
excess of the amounts paid to them. At 
the same time the Record charges that 
the Reading Company not only systemat- 
ically juggles with its figures, but keeps 
the price of coal atthe mine very low, in 
order to keep the price of coal land low 
and to keep down wages and discourage 
the development of other coal mines, and 
to make the profit larger on its carrying 
business. f

This especially ap- 
plies to cases where cocaine, corrosive 
or nitrate of silver is used. The presence of 
organic matter in water prevents these sub- 
stances being held in solution and they are 
precipitated. Of eourse filtration clears the 
water of many impurities, but does not de- 
stroy the organic or animal m contained 
therein. Proceedin will be taken in the 
event of future violations of thelaw. But I 
think that the wholesale dealers who supply 
the water are largély to blame in the matter. 
They supply thousands of tons of it to retail 
druggists, but whether they rr it is dis · 
tilled or sell it for just what it is Iam not in- 
formed. The practice, at any rate, must be 
stopped.

LAST DAY OF GERMAN. - 


The Teachers of That Language Say They 
Will Sue the Board. 


The teaching of the German langnage in the 
pubic schools was abandoned to-day, accord- 
ing to the programme mapped out by the 
School Board earlier in the month. Thus is 
ended a question which has caused more or 
less agitation in this city for more than er 


years past, and which was finally settled 1 
— in effect at least, to a pop 
vote 

But although the question has been settled 
so far as the public is concerned, the teachers 
of German who have been thrown out of em- 
ploymeht by the action of the Board do not 
consider it settled in so far as they are con- 
ocerned,and are now, it is said Preparing, to sue 
the Board for the balance of their year’s sal- 
ary. The Board claims that it has sufficiently 
protected itself along this line, and produces 
rules and regulations to show that it reserves 
the power to drop any teacherat any time it 
sees fit by a majority vote. 

On the back of the slip notifying teachers 
that they have been appointed is a reprint of 
rule 133, section 1, the gist of which given 
above.

The Sisseton Indians at Brown's Vall De- 
pendent on Charity. 


Brown’s VALLEY, Minn., January 27.—In 
regard to the statement made a few days ago 
that the Sisseton Indians were in a starving 
condition, it was found yesterday that quite a 
numbér are almost entirely dependent on the 
charity of several families of this place. The 
agent is doing what he can to help the needy 
ones, but, for some reason, tries to cover up 


the fact that the Indians, if not actually suffer - 
ing, are atly in need of assistance. Even 
by visiting their log cabins, where several 
families erally house to er during 
the winter months, it is a hard matter to learn 
whether they have plenty or are next door to 
tarvatlon. You can only surmise by either 
the healthful and well-fed or pinched and 

ungry looks of the faces. The Indian will 
not complain, but will tighten his belt one 
more hole and with a stolidity that is beyond 
comprehension sit down in a corner, pulli his 
blanket over his head and grin and bear it 
even to his death. The present destitution is 
attributable to a partial failure of their crops 
last season. They receive no more cash annul- 
ties from the Government. The Sissetons are 
rich in lands, butthe greater share of them 
have most scanty provisions and little or no 
means of proc g enough to keep body and 
soul together.

THEIR OWN WAY. 


WHAT THE “BOOKIES” WANT AND THE 
CLUB MEN DECLINE TO GIVE THEM. 


Opinions of Prominent Racing Men on the 
“Turf Alliance”’—The Betting Question 
—4 Remarkable Dog Fight—English 
Turf Statistics—Chariey Daly Will Fight 
Meyers—Diamond Clips—Sporting News 
and Notes, 


The new bookmakers’ association, known 
as the Turf Alliance, is creating any amount 
of discord among bookmakers and horse- 
men, says Wednesday's Womo. Wherever 
these men were gathered together yesterday 
little else was discussed. The Alliance had 
developed a pretty little scheme by which the 
members hope next season to control the bet- 
ting on all the big race-tracks of the couctry. 
Only members of the Alliance were to be per- 
mitted to have betting stands at the tracks, 
and the Executive Committee was to deter- 
mine the odds to be offered on every race, and 
no member was to be permitted to go above 
the limit fixed. 

D. D. Withers and James Galway, ot the 
Monmouth Park Association, and President 
Phil Dwyer of the Brooklyn Jockey Club, were 
sounded by representatives of the Alliance to 
see how thescheme would work, but when 
the latter suggested that the Alliance would 
be pleased to obtain control of the tracks they 
were informed that no association of book- 
makers could control the tracks in question. 
Now the Alliance is going to fight the uncom- 
promising horsemen. 

Several of the well-known bookmakers are 
said to have declined to enter the 
Alliance, 
O’Rourke, Quinn, Rodman and Kelly & 
Biiss. It is also stated on good authority that 
Peter De Lacy, who was ruled off the tracks 


because he unlawfully sold pools in this city, 
was invited to join the Alliance, but declined. 
The reputation of several members of the 
Alliance has had a good deal to do with its 
cool reception at the hands of the racing asso- 
ciations. It includes several men who have 
been running city l-rooms in violation of 
the law and in spite of the efforts of the racin 
associations to suppress them. The financi 
backers of the Guttenburg and Clifton tracks 
are also said to be included in the member- 
ship. agg & Bliss have a little side-show 
fight with the Alliance on the score of city 
pool-rooms, as in their own interest they have 
supported the movement to have them sup- 
pressed. 

A reporter for the WORLD talked with sev- 
eral of the prominent men of the jockey clubs 
— — 8 They were disinclined to be very 
communicative, but from what they said it 
was plain that they were very firm in their 
stand against the Alliance. 

President Phil Dwyer of the Brooklyn Jockey 
Club said: ‘‘The Turt Alliance is wrong, and 
itis bound to find it out pretty soon. The

foundation that there was no money for the 
clubs in racing without there was betting, 
and were foolish enough to think that if 
they threatened as a body to take away their 
betting stalls from the track they could bring 
us to any terms * pleased. Now every one 
knows that there is big money in bookmak- 
ing, and if they go out there’ll be twice their 
number anxious to fill the vacancies.’’ 

Louis Lorillard, a director in the American 
Jockey Olub, said: ‘‘Itis quite evident that 
there must be a fight between the jockey clubs 
and the bookmakers, and it might as well 
come now as atany othertime. The question 
just now is this—whether the track isto be 
ruled by gentlemen or bythe bookmakers. 
We propose to run our track in the interest of 
the general public and we will not be dictated 
to by the Turf Alliance or any other society of 
bookmakers.’’ 

James Galway of the Monmouth Park Asso- 
clation said: ‘‘We propose to leave our track 
privileges open to the public and any re- 

utable and responsible person is weicome. 

e more bookmakers there are the better it 
isfor the general public, and they are the 
people whose interests we are bound to look 
out for. We don’t propose to submit to any 
bookmakers’ boycott. 

It is stated on — good authority that, 
failing to secure the control of any of the large 
race tracks, the Alliance has concluded to 
purchase a race-course of its own and will 
run horses there on all days when there are 
races at the tracks which have declined to be 
controlled by it. The Brighton Beach course 
and the race-track at Trenton, N. J., are said 
to have been taken into consideration by the 
Alliance.

OLD TIMES IN TEXAS, 


— — — 


AN EARLY SETTLER INDULGES IN SOME IN- 
TERESTING REMINISCENCES. 


How the State Got Its Name for Rufflauism 
and Why It Does Not Deserve It—Early 
Legislaters and Their Queer Habits—A 
Farmer’s Warm Keception—Stories of 
the War With Mexico and the Good 
That Came Out of It. 


7 Nathaniel G. Brown, one of the oldest 


citizens of Texas, and who has been identified 
with that State since the days of its independ- 
ence, isin the city visiting relatives and re- 
newing old acquaintances, Mr. Brown having 
beer a resident of St. Louis from 1860 to 1867. 
Kn ing his intimate acquaintance with the 
early history of Texas, a PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter accosted Mr. Brown as he was sitting 
in the rotunda of the Southern Hotel, and 
asked him to relate a few of his reminiscences 
of the early days of Texas. After some hesl- 
tation, Mr. Brown replied, ‘‘I suppose there 
are few men now alive who know more about 
the struggle for indendence and the history of 
the time following than I, as I went to Texas 
when a mere child, my father being 
one of the band who went to 
Texas with Austin. A great deal 
of misapprehension existed, and still exists, 
as to the character ofthe early settlers. The 
first installment of emigrants were very far 
from being either a criminalor lawless set, 
but were generally men of means who came 
prepared to cultivate great tracts of land, 
build large houses and stables, and support 
not only themselves but also their workmen. 
The large number of slaves that were 
brought into the State by those accepting the 
land grant of the Mexican Government proves 
that the settlers were not nomadic rumans, 
but men of property and position at home. 


There has been a great deal of talk about the 
erfidy of the Mexican Government in requir- 
ng the settlers to become Catholics in order 
to secure the title to the land. I can say with-
